Reference my memorandum of 1 June 196? wherein I 
mentioned some of the by-product resulting from a research of 
the ROTE KAPELLE case. 



Attached hereto is more by-product in the form of 
a self-explanatory blind memorandum concerning the captioned 
subject. Buried in this memorandum are two items of special Cl 
interest, albeit speculative in nature: 

- The SAEFKOW group could have been among "Lucy’s” 
sources (as ZIPPER states). /See page 12 and 13, 
and note on page 22.7 

- Aenne SAEFKOW* 8 present role in the East German 
government and her former relationship with Ernst 
THAEH1ATJN and Heinz NEUMANN might help explain why 
Ernest WOLLWEBER recently died a forgotten man in 
the Communist doghouse while his colleague SAEFKOW 
(husband of AENNE), ended up in glory with his pic- 
ture today on an East German postage stamp. /See note 
26, page 22.7 

Since several of these ROTE KAPELLE agents being honored 
by the East German government have relatives or associates in the 
United States, copies of the blind memorandum are being disseminated 
to the FBI. An appropriate cover letter to the Bureau is attached 
for approval and signature. 



You will note that the sources and comments are stamped 
M CS ETERNAL USE ONLY" and are not being disseminated. In addition 
to the distribution and indixing of this memorandum, the pertinent 
information is being inputted in the RIS Machine Program.

EAST GERMAN POSTAGE STAMPS 
HONOR ROTE KAPELL3 
AGENTS 



The East German government has issued six commem- 
orative postage stamps glorifying the heroism of seven ROTE KAPELLE 
agents who were executed as "traitors" by the Nazis during World 
War II. The "spies” being honored as "heros" by the communists 
for their anti-fascist work are: 

Harro SCHULZE-BOYSFN (1909-191*2) 

Arvld HARNACK (1901-191*2) 

Mildred HARNACK (1902-191*3) 

Adam KUCKHOFF (l8$7-19l*3) 

Anton SAEFKCJW (1903-191*1*) 

Bernard BAESTLEIN (189U-191U*) 

Franz JACOB (1906-191*1*) 

Harro S CHULZE-BOYSEN and his wife Libertas, Arvid 
HARNACK and his wife Mildred, and Adam KUCKHOFF and his wife 
Margaret ("Greta”) are trail known ROTE KAPELLE agents and their 
cases have been widely publicized, (l) Anton SAEFKCW, Bernard BAES- 
TLEIN, and Franz JACOB are not veil known. The SAEFKCW group was 
a "resistance" organization in Germary, active before and during World 
War II, and led by a circle of former communist officials. The SCHULZE- 
BOYSEN group had links with the SAEFKOW group. (2) 

THE S CHULZE-BOYSEN GROUP (3) 

According to Guenther WEISENBOKN, author-dramatist, 
and friend of many ROTE KAPELLE agents, the Berlin branch of the 
ROTS KAPELLE had 283 members, and the SCHULZE-BOYSEN group had 600 
members. (1*) The SCHULZE-BOYSEN group was engaged in intelligence 
activities on behalf of communism and the USSR, at least since 1936, 
when as an Air Ministry employee, SCHULZE-BOYSEN was able to obtain 
secret information regarding German intentions against the Reds in 
Spain. His reports were transmitted to Moscow through Gisela von 
POEELNITZ of the AM Apparat of the KFD. (5) 

SCHULZE-BOYSEN may not have been directly employed by 
the GRU until April 1939 whan he was visited by Victor SUKOLOV Q 
"Kent" S Vinconto SIERRA Q "La Petit Chef", and invited to send 
intelligence by courior to Brussels for transmission by SUKOLOV to 
Moscow. SCHULZE-BOYSEN built up an extensive group of agents amongst 
left-wing associates and, contacts in suitable positions in Berlin, 
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and probably used SUXOLOV* s communication service until the spring 
of 19kl whan ho was approached by Alexander SKD3ERG of the Soviet 
Trade Delegation in Berlin. ERD3dI~r who had boon put in touch 
with SGIULZE-30Y5EK by Arvid IIAHNACK, probably took SCHULZE-BOYSEH 
material for transmittal through the Soviet Embassy until the de- 
claration of war by Germany on the USSR. 



To provide SC-ULZE-BOYSEN with a direct lino to 
following the withdrawal of the Soviet Embassy from Borlin, ERDBERG 
supplied him with 2 sets to bo opera . 1 by Hans COPPI uh o, how- 
ever, failed to establish contact with either set. A third set 
was provided through Kurt SCHULZE at the end of 19hl, but COPPI 
again failed to provide tho necessary link. Meanwhile, in November 
15’;1, SUXCLOV had visited Borlin and restored tho courier service 
for SCHULZE- 30X3 El to Bruss els, and this was probably his only 
means of communication until with Johan KEEZ EL* s arrest in the sum- 
mer of 19h2 this channel too was closed. As a last chance of re- 
vival, SCIfJLZS-BCYSEi.’s service received a para chits a agont, Albert 
HOESSLER @ Helmut WIEGNER, in August 19ii2, who brought a transmitter 
which ho and ODPPI tried to operate. In the next months, howaver, 
the Gestapo followed up leads provided by the deciphers of SUKCLOV's 
traffic with Moscow and succeeded in liquidating tho SCHULZ E-BOYS EH 
group. 



Harro SCHULZE-BOYSEH was the grand-nophow of Admiral von TIRPITZ 
Q "Coro" and the nephew of "Grande Dame" von HASSELL. 

She was the wife of Ulrich von HASSELL, Gorman 
Ambassador to Romo, born 12 November 1881, and executed Feb. 19lt5>. 
Ho was born 2 Sept. 1509 in Kiel, Germany and was married to Lib- 
ertas S CHULZE-BOYSEH ns a HA AS -KEYS, born 20 Nov. 1913. She was tho 
grand-daughter of Princess EULEN3ERG. Her parents owned an estate 
at Giobonburg whore important Nazis woro freouent visitors. 

By birth and destiny, SCHULZE-BOYSHJ was destined to 
have a grand caroor in the Air Ministry. He had a wide circle of 
important contacts who woro ideal covers for secret work. 

Ha spoke Swedish, English, French, Gorman, and, in 1939, 
learned Russian. He had been a communist sinco 1933. As a member 
of tho Jungdeutscho Ordon, ho was arras tod in 1933 but his family 
succeeded in procuring his release. In pre-war days, Herman GOERING 
who was a friend of the family used to visit the house of E7arro‘s 
parents -in-1 awj hence his introduction into the Luftwaffe. At the 
Air Ministry ho was in charge of ccuntGrintelligenco. 

SCHULZE-BQY5EN w*as an idealist or what tho Gormans call 
a "drawing-room" communist. After his recruitment as a Soviet 
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agent he was told by ERD3ERG to fora an espionage network. 

Shortly before ERD3SRG left Berlin in Hay or June 19ijl> ha 
supplied HARNACK and SCHULZE-BOYSE.’ with W/T sots for the groups 
they wore to run. Neither W/T worked and Harro continued to send 
his intelligence to Bolgium via courier. 

Harro was able to recruit his student, Horst HEILHANN* 
a cryptographer in the Luftnachrichtentruppe in Berlin, who pass- 
ed Abwehr messages to SC3ULZE-B0YSEJ. HSILKANN carried on a love 
affair with Mrs. SCHULZE-BOYSEN and told hor of the cracking of 
the code of the radio messages pertaining to the ROTE KAPSLLE 
members. Also belonging to tho ring wore a radio operator, COFPI 
and Countoss Erika von 3R0CKSD0RFF who placed hor apartment for 
radio purposes at tho disposal of COPPI, with whom sho was carry- 
ing on a lovo affair. (6) 

In 1938, SCHULZ3-B0YSSJ wont to Switzerland where he 
visited Wolfgang LANGHOFF, a prominent communist in the Froio3 
Deutschland movement. In 19iil, ho was appointed to the liaison 
staff of the Luftwaffe. Ha was arrested on 30 August 1 9U2 and his 
trial lasted from November 19i|2 to Fbbruary 19H3. Ho and his wife 
Libortas who had participated in his clandestine work ware hanged 
on 22 December 19^3 at Berlin Plotsonseo prison. 

Hartmut Volf gang SCHULZ E-BOYS ST is tha brother of Harro. Ho wa3 

bom ZL February 1922. In 195!?, 
ho ua 3 counselor at tha German Embassy in Washington, D. C. He 
rosided at 6609 Radnor Road, Kensington. In 19<SL, Har trait was 
chief German representative of the Political Commission of tho 
NATO Permanent Council in Paris, and assistant to tho West Gorman 
Ambassador to NATO. (7) (8) 

Johannes HAAS-HEYE , born 16 March 1912 in Paris, is the brother of 

Dibertas SC2JLZE-B0YSEN. In June 1953, ho was an 
editor in tho Frankfurt offica of tho United Press Agency and had 
been thusly employed since 19ii6. (9) 

Ctto Herman Waldemar LENTZ, bom 2 Dec. 1909 at Darmstadt, worked 

in Koonigsberg monitoring broadcasts 
from tho USSR from 1936 to 1938. His father was in tho Soviet Con- 
sulate at Danzig which tha Nazis considorad suspect and involved 
with tho S CHULZE-B0Y3EN group in Berlin. In 19li2, he was arrested 
but was released and sent to Paris to work undor Heinz PANNWITZ, 
tho chief Sondorkonmando who investigated tha ROTE KAPELLE in Paris. 
At tha end of the war, LEfTZ was again suspect of RIS activities. 

Ho was in contact with Johannes HAAS -HEY E, the brother-in-law of 
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Harro SCHULZE-BOYSEN in ±?kl* 
LENTZ that tho Soviets vented h 
who were morofccrs and ex-mamba rs

Ruth SCTJLZE-DOYSEN nee RUDOLF is tho wife of Hartnut SCHULZE- 

BOYSEN. Sho was bom 10 Sopt. 1923' 
in Pforzheim. She was in contact with Hanna LIBRE nee SCKLSGEL 
who was associated with Theodor FINK, a KPD nenber and prc:oir.ent 
communist in Sou thorn Germany. Purportedly, Hanna LI ERE was a 
link to Theodor FINK and Br. Otto JOHN xvhose brother was executed 
after the 20 July 19iti| plot against HITLER, (ll) 



Arvid HA KNACK x^s born in 1901 in Germany. He wa3 the son of 

Otto HARNACK, tha noted historian, and the nephew 
of Adolf von HARNACK, a famous thoologian. 



In the 1920s, he studied econonacs at tho University 
of Wisconsin at Madison and there mot and married Mildred FISH. 
They returned to Germany xrhere they both studied and taught econ- 
omics and philosophy. He was a doctor of philosophy and economics 
and in 1929 lectured at Giessen University. 

About 19^0, A arvid KARNACK was recruited to xrork for 
the Soviet intelligence services. 'The recruiter x-ras a Soviet agent 
attached to the Soviet trade delegation in Berlin. It is possible 
that during tha Spanish civil war, HARNACK had been an informant 
for the Soviets. Actually, HARNACK was a loft-xring intellectual, 
a communist sympathizer, and connected with German government cir- 
cles. 



Leader of an intelligence group based on Berlin, HARNACK 
worked for Alexander ERDBERG, at least from the early summer of 19lfL 
until his liauidation in tho autumn of 19^2. It is possible that 
HARNACK and his circle of communists and left-wing sympathizers wore 
exploited by ERDBERG for the GRU for sene years before the outbreak 
of the Russo-German war. Throu^i HARNACK, ERDBERG obtained control 
of the S CHULZE-BO 15 EN group. 

In anticipation of tha withdrawal of the Soviet Ehbacsy, 
ERDBERG supplied Adam KU GCHOFF with a wireless transmitter for 
HARNACK * 3 service and attempted to organize tha group into an in- 
dependent notxvork having direct W/T communication with Moscow. This, 
however, was not achieved, and in August 19hl, Victor SUKGLOV vicit- 
od Berlin to assist HARNACK and the other groups in Germany. How- 
ever, tho transmitter which ho supplied for HARNACK* s group proved 
umsablo, and HARNACK 's only line to Moscow appea rs to have been 




through Wilhelm GUDDCRF and Barnard BASSinEIN’s courier servico. 



Eventually, KARNACK arranged to communicate by courier 
from the German Communist Party in Hamburg, ihrouch Denmark, to 
the Soviot Embassy in Stockholm, from where messages would be re- 
layed to Ko 3 cow* HARNACX, also, must have had come communications 
link with S UKOLOV, end Erick JEFFREY OV when the latter took over 
from SUKGLOV. 

KARNACK i 3 known to have employed the following agents 
in his network: Herbert GOLLKCW, an Abwolir officer at OKW head- 
quarters; Wolfgang RAVEMANi , a lieutenant in German naval IntiiLl- 
igoncc; Adam KU CXHOF? and his wife; Leo SKRZYPCZYNSKI, proprietor 
of a firm manufacturing U/T components for tho Luftwaffe; Adolf 
GRIMMS vjho is described hereinafter a3 the writer of tho indict- 
ment of Dr. Manfred ROSDER; Johannes SIEG, tho ROTE FAKKE journ- 
alist who was born in the United States; Kail BEHRENS and Rosa 
SCKLCSSI1IGER who were used as couriers to Hans CO? PI; Dr. Friedrich 
LENTZ who acted as a cut-out between KARNACK and the Soviet Em- 
bassy in 19lil. 



In 19U2, the Gomans obtained possession of a cipher 
from Johan WENZEL, JSFFRSMOV’s head W/T operator. After his traffic 
had been read, it was found that references were made to tho Berlin 
agents, and in tho autumn HA KNACK and most of his group v:ere arrest- 
ed. HARNACK vu3 executed in 19U2. (lla) 

Mildred Elisabeth KARNACK was boro about 1902 in the United States. 
naa FISH An American citizen, she was a student at 

tte University of Wisconsin in 1920s whore 
she met KARNACK. She returned with him to Germany, whoro they both 
taught econcmi C3 and philosophy. Shs was in sympathy vjith bar hue- 
band’s devotion to communism. In 1939, she lectured at Berlin Un- 
iversity and tho Foreign Office. She participated in her husband’s 
clandestine activities and wa3 executed in 19U3. 

On page 252, in her book, n Treason in the 20th Century ”, 
Margret BOVERI writes: 

" ... Louis LOCHNER .... cam into contact regularly 
at tho meetings of the C-er ma n-Amo ri can Chamber of Can- 
morco, of which he was president - with Arvid Von Bar- 
nacle, who had the American desk at tho Ministry of Ec- 
onomics and whoso wife, Mildred Fish Harnack, was one 
of tho most prominent American women in Berlin society. 
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She had helped

Adam KUCKHOFF was born 30 August 1887 at Aachen, Germany. Hs 

was executed on 5 August 19ii3 • Me was married tho 
first time to Maria VIEESTER, born 10 Sapt. 1891 in Wolfenbuettel, . 
a Gorman citizen. This marriage was dissolved on 6 Juna 1937 in 
Berlin. By his first wife he had a son, A min-C-e rhard KUCKHOFF, 
bom 13 March 1912 in Munich. 



A family relationship exists between Adam KUCKHOFF 
and tha woman ROTE KAPELLE agent Gertrud VIERMEYER, nee KUCKHOFF, 
born 7 May 1895 in Wolfenbuettel. The husband of the lattor is 
the brother of tho first wife of Adam KUCKHOFF (Marie VIEH-IEIER) . 

A philosopher and writer on communism and marxism, 
ho was a producer of Prague Films, A. G. His illegal communist 
activities dated back to 1932 and his intelligence work may havo 
begun during tho pre-war Nazi regime. (12) 

Margarets KU C:\H0FF nee LORKS, bom lU December 1902 in Franlcfurt/ 
u Greta 11 Oder, was Adam KUCKHOFF* 3 second 

wife. They were married 23 August 
1937, and divorced, date not known. Adam KUCKHOFF* s divorce from 
his first wife, Marie nao 7ISKMEIER, apparently occurred because 
Margareto LORKE wa3 awaiting the birth of his child. Adam KUCKHOFF 
had a son by Margarote KUCKHOFF, named Ula Hans Georg KUCKHOFF, 
bom 8 January 1938 in Berlin. 

An economist, she studied at the universities of Berlin, 
Wurzburg, and Wisconsin. In tha United States, oho and hor husband 
had known William DODD and his daughter Martha (Mrs. Alfred K. STERN)* 

Arrested in 19ii2, she was sentenced to death in February 
19h3 but the sentence was commuted to 10 years in the penitentiary. 

She remainod at the prison in Waldheim until May 19ii5. 

From 19U8 to 19lj9, Greta was a member of. tho Secretariat 
of the Economic Ccrrmissiop, mombor of the Carman Volksrat, of tho 
Qilturbunds, and other communist organisations, including tha SED. 
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From 19h9 to 195>0, C-rcta t.ras chief o. 
of Foreign Affairs and member of the 
(Parliament). Since 1950, she- has b 
Notenbank, ana as of 7 January 1957,

Grata was a very good friend of SCKULZE-30YSEN and 
his wife, as wall as of Arvid HARilA. CX and his wife. Sh a also had 
contact with Guenther l-. r 3ISH:30RH and other HOTS KA PELLS cambers. 

Reportedly, Greta contacted the NKVD immediately after 
the occupation. Sho was able to make immediate contact with staff 
section IV of the Soviet army. Since- then, she has beon doing 
work in her sparo time for this section and constantly tries to 
establish contact everywhere, and in recent years, she has revived 
old contacts. Thoso contacts are located in West Germany and 
other countries in the V. T ost. (13) 

The New Times , # 19, 1966, published a story by Grata 
KXJ CKHOFF in which she is emoted as having stated: 

" ... Today the German Democratic Republic is the 
heir of the cause for which tho warriors of the 
common anti-fascist front fought in the war. V.'a 
must spare no effort that the entire German nation 
may grasp history's lesson. Our struggle continues ..." 

Dr. Adolf GRIKMB, former Prussian Minister of Culture, 
wrote an indictment on 15 Sept. 1915 to tho British military govern- 
ment in Hanover, accusing Dr. Manfred BOEDER of crimes against 
humanity for ordering tho execution of the ROTE KAPELLE members 
in Berlin. Dr. GRIG’S described the suffering of tho ROTE KAPELLE 
members "merely because of their anti-fascist convictions". In 
addition to GRI IMS's indictment to the British military government, 
’EEISEUBORN and Grata KU CKHOFF composed an indictment dated 1 Feb. 
19li7 containing similar accusations which thoy submitted directly 
to the American military tribunal in Hurnbarg. In this indictment, 
Grota KU CKHOFF stated: 

" ... I an convinced that a very thorough investigation 
should be done of Dr. ROEDER. Through his ruthless 
treatment of Dr. HA HIJACK and SCHULZ E-BOYS EH, one of the 
most pronounced anti-Nasi resistance groups was des- 
troyed. 'This group had tested its possibility of des- 
troying the Had regime with internal measures and had 
cone to the conclusion, that only collaboration with 
democratic and socialistic peoples could successfully 
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destroy the 
group which 
a tronaa who 
Ana ri can Ivor.

In the introduction to n Dio Rota Kapolle 1 1 , by Dr. Man- 
fred ROBBER, published in 1952 by the Verlag iiars Siep, Hamburg, 
Germany, Dr. ROEDER's daughter made the following comments: 

”... When I want to see the Chief Prosecutor of the 
Nu reborn; Military Tribunal, to see information from 
him - Professor KFKPNER, former Privy Councillor in 
the Prussian Ministry of the interior, now all -power- 
ful in the Numbers prosecution .... my recuest for 
identification of the place at which my father was 
being hold and for the issuance of a permit to visit 
and speak with my father, was answered with the Ques- 
tion of whether I vras a ’Nazi 1 . In the sane breath 
followed the reproach that I could have influenced my 
father to tha extent that ho could have declined to 
servo as the prosecutor of the ROTE KAPELLE. My re- 
ply was as follows: ’To this date, Harr Professor 
Kempncr, I have no knowledge of the Rota Kapolle. 

I was a lU year old at the tino ....' I was not grant- 
ed permission to sea my father ... I came to the dec- 
ision to learn everything there was to knar about 
tho Rote Kapolle. Before no I saw the face who for 
tha first time had used the words Rote Kapelle ... M . 



Adolf GRIMMS was born 31 December 1339 at Goslar/Harz, Germany. 

He was an associate of Arvid HARNACK and had boen 
involved with tho NHJISS BSGIGIEJ group with Hans HIRSCHFKLD and 
Paul HAGEN, a friend of Alfred K. STERN. Tha NSJES BEGINNEN 
group is described hereinafter. 



Robert Max Man a ill KEHPNBR was born 17 Oct. 18 99> at Freiburg, Ger- 
many. His mother was Lydia KFMPNFR nco 
RA3INCHITZ 0 RABINCIfICZ, born in Kowno, USSR. He is a lawyer and 
t:as admitted to practice before tho German court in 1923. ' He is a 
naturalised U. S. citizen. His first wife was Hole no UEHRIMGIiR whoa 
ha divorced in 1932. Faith HAHN is his 2nd wife. Margot LIPIDH nco 
LIP5TEIN was his secretary and is probably his niece. 

KEMPNER is tho first cousin of Hormina RABINCWITZ and 
Alexander ABRAMSON who were involved in the ROTE KAPEILE case. Ho

Margaret LIPIC? has a brother, Walter K. LIPTON who 
was assigned to CIC Region III in 191:7. K33-IPII3R, his wife, and 
his niece wore all employed in OSS during World War II. Ra has 
a son, Lucien KEKPNER who Is presently in the U. S. army in Ger- 
many. 



KE-’PHER was cLosoly associated with Rory RADO, Horst 
BA ET. R ■ S PRUKG , and Hans Sail HHSCHF3LD in CSS. In 19oi, Johanna 
BrSCM'. testified that HIRSCRFELD of 033 gave her documents to pass 
to Dr. Robert S03LE for transmission to Moscow. (15) 



Caenthor WBISEIBORN vjas bom 10 July 1902 in Voltsrt in the Ger- 
man Rhineland. Ho studied medicine and phil- 
osophy in Cologne and Bonn universities. Ka became an author and 
dramatist and later the dramatic critic of the Schiller Thaatro 
in Berlin during World War II. Ho married Margaret WEIS 3 BOHN neo 
SCrwBiiRu who was reportedly a Soviet acent. ^Hor relationship, if 
any, to Clara SCHA332L who was the mistress of Honri ROBIMSOHII is 
unknown .7 



Before ’World War II, WE I SEA BORN had been a member of 
the "Klara Apparatus" -which was a branch of tha IVth section of the 
Rad Army, and during World War II, ho belonged to tha closest cir- 
cle around SGTULZS-BOTSSN and HARNACH . (l6) 



Rova Holscy INGKiOIIL, 23h Bast 96 th St., Now Yoric, was 
interviewed on U Nov. 1963. Mar husband is Oscar INGEKOHL. She 
admitted knowing Guenther WEISENBOEN and stated ho had written a 
book entitled " Memorial ", revealing the operations of the ROTE 
KAPSLLE in Germany. She rea dily admittsd that she became acquaint- 
ed with Horst HEILHANN in 1933 and she was aware that he had been 
a member of the ROTE KAPELLE. It is noted that Adam BP.GCHES, bom 
10 April 1890 in Warsaw, who reportedly was a Soviet agent in Franco 
in the 1930s, was once married to Ella I3H0J. She is presently 
married to Igo INGENOHL who is the son of Oscar and Rova INGENOHL. 
Oscar INGENOHL was a contact of Horst HOTLMANN. The s econd wife 
of Adam BE0CHE5 nee Sophia EODEX used to bo employed in the U. S. 
Treasury Department. (17) 



THE SAEFKOW GROUP 

In his book, " Germany^ Underground ", Allen DULLES 
writes that after Juno 19uli, as soon as it became clear that tha 
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Anerican and British troops had secured a permanent foothold 
in France, /Klaus Count Schenk^ STAtfFFEJBERG’s activity re- 
doubled. 



" ... Ha proposed that the Communists be taken into 
the coalition. Whan he was advised against it for 
security reasons, he induced his Socialist friends 
to establish contact with the Communist underground, 
without the consent of the other key conspirators. 

"... On June 22, /Julius/ Leber and /Adolf / Reichwoin, 
representing the conspiracy, and Anton Saofkow, Frans 
Jacob, and a third man whoso name is not known, U- t 
appears that this man was Bernard 3AESTLEIN7 repres- 
enting the Central Committee of the Communist under- 
ground, met clandestinely. The Communist ZK, or 
Central Committee, had only recently been reorgan- 
ized. SAEFKOW, a onatimo ratal worker, had been 
particularly active in the Ruhr region and was a friend 
of Ernst Thaslmann, the head of the Communist Party 
before Hitler cams to power. When Saefkow was caught 
by the Gestapo in Hamburg in 1933, the infamous Tor- 
bovon, then Gauleiter of the Ruhr region and later of 
Norway, had him brought to his native Essen where he 
was so tortured that there was grave doubt of his re- 
covery. It is a miracLe how he survived the ten yeara 
of concentration camp life which followed. Some time 
in 19^3 > he and Jacob succeeded in escaping and in get- 
ting to Berlin. Shortly before the Brandenburg leader 
of the Communist underground had been executed. Saef- 
kow and Jacob immediately assumed leadership. 

" ... On tha June 22 meeting the proposal was made that tho 
Bsck-Goerdeler post-Nazi government would include Com- 
munists. Saefkow and Jacob and their unnamed comrade 
/probably BAESH3IN7 ware given the names of some of 
tha leading conspirators. They asked for tine to de- 
cide, and another meeting was arranged for 'July h, at 
which Stauffonberg was to be present. 

" ... The conference never took place. On July h tha 
Gestapo arrested Reichwoin, and, the next day, Leber, 
as well as hundreds of leftists who had relations with 
the Froe Germany Committee. It was dear that the 
Gestapo had penetrated the Communist underground. 

Saefkow and Jacob were later executed." 
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An official ’Test German source advisod in 1951 that 
tho SAEFHGV7 group has been described in post-war literature as 
"an anti-Hitler resistance organization" in Germany before and 
during World War II with no connection with Moscow. According 
to this source, the SAEFXCW group was not a true resistance 
organisation. 



Tho SAEFKOW group was an irportant communist under- 
ground organisation which made every effort to appear as a demo- 
cratic establishment, but in its ranks were mainly militant com- 
munists, organized, controlled, and directed by the Third Inter- 
national . 



Reportedly, the SAEFKOW group, at the instruction of 
Moscow, conducted underground operations using the approved methods 
of the ATI and B3 Apparat which resulted in "systematic erosion 
action" not only among the Nazis but also in tho authentic resist- 
ance. This group had many important contacts and maintained cells 
in at least 30 organizations in Hamburg, the sea harbors, Sweden, 
and Switzerland. It was in liaison with Henri R03INS0HN and his 
Comintern group in Francs and coordinated and supported a vast 
network of espionage with interlocking connections both inside 
and outside of Germany. 

The most important personalities in tho SAEFKCW group, 
in addition to Anton SAEFKOW ("Kurt"), Bernard EAESTLEIN and 
Franz JACOB, were Wilhelm GUDBGRF who had connections with BAEST— 
LEIN in Hamburg. GUDBCHF 0 Paul BRAUN had collaborated a 3 a writer 
on tho " Rote Fahno 11 in 193lu BAESXLEIN was one of the koy members 
of the SAHFXGVJ group and assisted Erna EIFLER and Wilhelm FELLFNDORF 
who had been parachuted into Germany in May 19U2. (18) 

The SAEFKOW group was so well organized with no many 
important contacts inside and outside of C-ermary that the ROTE 
XAPSLLE agents had no trouble obtaining the most secret data for 
transmittal to Moscow. Tho activities of this group were concent- 
rated largely in 2 fields: 

a) The establishment of cadres of all businesses of 
military importance in Berlin. 

b) The di ssemination of propaganda among the soldiers, 
both at home and on the front. 

In spite of the obstacles of strict security measures 
by the Wahrmacht, the SAEFKOW group succeeded in establishing links 
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propaganaa xor uos aeicco 
LIND CG-'MITTES played an important role on the Eastern Front. 



Considerable tine was devoted to attempts to taka up 
contact with other organised anti-fascist circles, including 
social democrats, labor circles, and bourgeoisie groups. Liaison 
was arranged in 19U3 with the ULRICH group, tut this proved value- 
less whan tho lattor group was arrested that same year. In 19^3- 
Ui, small groups of scientists and artists ware fostered. Contact 
was established in the spring of 19Ui with the group of Dr. Labor 
and Professor REICHWEIM. 



In a speech on 22 Sept. 19U6, by City Counselor Otto mar 
GESCrUG, celebrating the foremost resistance groups, the name of 
S.-EFKG; led all the rest. (19) 

The illegal SAEFKGH group reportedly had its connec- 
tions in the

After the main ROTE KA PELLS apparatus had bean des- 
troyed, with the liquidation of ths SCHULZ E-BOYSEN group, tho 
SAEFXCW group had stepped in to link with Rudolf ROESSLER ("Lucy") 
in Switzerland. Therefore, after tho arrest of the SCHULZE-BOYSEII 
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group, the S -.EF'rCGW group continued its operations; and not all 
1r.err.b3rs of the SAEFKCvJ group vara liouidated v/ith the arrest of 
SAEFKC/7, BAESILEIK, JACOB, and approximately 100 of its members 
in 19ljU. So the SAEFKCW group probably continued to furnish 
information to Moscow even after the 20 July 19hli plot against 
Hitler. (lO) 



In " The Craft of Intelligence ”, Allen DULLES comments 
as follows about ROESSLER' s sources 

" ... The Soviets developed a fantastic source loc- 
ated in Switzerland, a certain Rudolf Roessler ("Lucy") 
.... By means which have not been ascertained to this 
day, Roessler in Switzerland was able to get intell- 
igence from the German High Command in Berlin on a 
continuous basis, often less than 2h hours after its 
daily decisions concerning the Eastern Front were 
made ... " 

Alexander FOOTE, in his book, " Handbook for Spies , 11 
3373 that "Lucy held in his hand3 the threads that led to the 
three high commands of the German forces ..." 

j Ronald SETH, a British agent, says in his book, "Un- 
masked": Rudolf ROESSLER must be ranked among the great spies 
of all times". 



According to Hargret B07SRI in " treason in the 20th 
Century", the SCHULZE-BOTSEN groun had passed information to 
ROESSLER but after the liquidation of SCHULZE-BOYSEN, "Lucy" con- 
tinued to transmit higft grade intelligence to Moscow. 

The latest speculation is tho theme of the recent 
book "A Man called Lucy ", /La Guerra a cte gagnee en Suisse" , 
by Pierre ACCOCS'and Pierre ' CUEjy wherein the authors claim that 
Lucy's sources were: 10 Gorman officers, all in top-level positions, 
all dedicated to the downfall of Hitler, at no matter what costs. 
All 10 are dead. (21) 

Anton "Kurt" SAEFKOJ was bom 22 July 1903 in Germany. He had 

once boon a colleague of Ernst WOLLUEBER and 
engaged in illegal activities after tha dissolution of the Commun- 
ist Party in 1933. 



In his book,' " Gut of the Night" , Jan VALTIN 9 Richard 
KREBS refers to Anton SAEFKCW as "Tonio". According to KREBS, 
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SAEFKCW was a member of the Spitzer.gruppo (leadership) of the 
underground organisation of the party in Fuhlsbuottel. KREBS 
first mot SAEFKCW in Fuhlsbuettel, but knows he had been the 
illegal Bezirksleiter of the KPD ZK and had bean sent to Hamburg 
to organize tha illegal party. When SAEFKCW was arrested, ha 
pleaded guilty immediately, knowing that under ths existing law he 
could not gat more than 3 years.' - In 1936, SAEFKCW started tha trend 
among communists serving prison terms to write letters to the Ges- 
tapo asserting their change of heart; SAEFKOW himself wrote the 
first such letter, which wa 3 shown to KREDS by Paul KRAUSS one day 
during interrogation. It stated that SAEFKCW had broken with 
the Communist Party and would have nothing more to do with such 
work. At about thd.3 same time, Hcrta JE1JTSCH mentioned that 
SAEFKCW* s wife had been sent to Moscow for training at the Lenin 
School (3 year course). It had been SAEFKCW* s wife who brought in 
the instructions from the outside to write the letter to KRAUSS. 

She passed it to him from her mouth during a kiss, jjust before 
she left Germany. (22) (23) 

Tha B. Z am Abend , # 213 issue of 12 Sept. 1959, pub- 
lished the recollections of Anton SAEFKCW and his comrades, en- 
titled, "Unconquered by death", /Vom Tode uiibesiogt7 and featured 
a photo of Aeme and Anton SAEFKCW taken in August 19ljl. (2li) 

Aenne SAEFKCW nee THIEBES, widow of Anton SAEFKCW, was bom 

12 Oct. 1902 in Duesseldorf. She 
was formerly the secretary of Ernst THAELKANN and Heinz NEUMANN, 
former German Politburo member. Sha was in Moscow in 1931 and waa 
a pre-war member of the KPD. She be cates Deputy Mayor of Berlin/ 
Pankow in October 19U6 and was elected a representative to the 
Volkskarnmer in Oct. 1950. She was reported in " Neuea Deutschland " 
of 11 April 1953 as chairman of ths Prenzlauer Borg Council. In 
July 195U, she attended the WORLD CONGRESS OF MOTHERS held in 
Lausanne, Switzerland. (25) (26) 

In 19U6, Aenne SAEFKCW was associated with Professor 
Robert HAVEKANN and giving radio talks on ths European Union. 

Prof. HAVEMANN, in 19U7, occupied a confortable apartment in the 
Kaiser Wilhelm Institut building in the U. S. sector of Berlin. 

Until 1933* he was a research assistant at the Kaiser Wilhelm 
Institute, but at that time, sinco the directors under whom he 
had worked on good terms were chiefly Jews who were forced to leave 
the Institute, ha too was required to sever his connections. 

HAVFMAIN *s "resistance" work began in 1933 when he be- 
came a member of a political group calling Ha elf "NEUES BEOIMJEN** 
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^lew Beginning* which had in it3 heyday in 1933-3h, soma S>,000 
members in Germany, in addition to associates in Switzerland, 
England, Czechoslovakia, and the United States. Tha U. S. re- 
presentative at this time was Paul HAGEN 0 Carl FRANK © Willi 
MUELLER. The group published a pamphlet called " New Beginning ” 
which spread its gospel in these countries, and which made the 
tenets and name of the group well known. These tenets were in ths 
nature of a rarlfied Marxism, critical of Stalinism, deprecating 
the softness of the Social Democrats, and seeking to bring all 
labor elements together both for overthrowing Hitler and for 
later political action. Doth the methods and organization of 
the group were conspiratorial. By 1937, the group's conspirat- 
orial activities had attracted undue attention and all of the inner 
circle, with the exception of HAVEKANN, were rounded up by the 
Gestapo, in 19h3» HAVEMA1W was taken into custody by the Gestapo 
and sentenced to death for his resistance work but ha escaped 
the fate of his fellow-conspirators, this time because friend^ 
of his in scientific circles intervened in hi 3 behalf and sold the 
government on allowing him to continue his scientific experiments 
in Brandenburg Penitentiary. His work at this time wa3 done on 
projocts assigned to him by the ordnance department of tho War 
Ministry. 



After the conclusion of the war, HAVEKANN returned 
to the work in the Pharmacology section of the Kaiser Wilhelm 
Institute. Ho was named Acting Head of the administration of 
the Institute, and was appointed as a professor in the Institute 
of Pharmacology of the University of Berlin. (27) 

The U. S. representative of NHJES BEQINN EN , Paul HAGEN 
was closely linked with Alfred K. STErN, husband of Martha DODD. 

Hans HIRSCHFELD was a protege of Paul HAGEN. HIRSCHFELD, KEMPNER 
and Emrry RADO worked together on a project involving "German 
Civil Service" while in OSS. Mrs. RADO advised that Franz HOEILER- 
ING had boon a childhood friend of Paul HAGEN and she had obtained 
a job for HOELLERING in OWI. This is the same HOELLER IN 0 who was 
financed by Motty EITINGON, the uncle of Vladimir EITINGON, Nicolas 
KAGAN's sister in New Yoric is married to Vladimir EITINGCN. Jack 
.SOBLE had a cousin, Michel RABINOWITZ *ho once worked for Vladimir 
EITINGON in France. (28) 

According to the New York Times , h Mov. 1953, ROFSSLER 
testified at his Luzorn trial that Emmy RADO approached him in 19U6 
and "she wanted to enlist me for U. S. intelligence and also through 
me to make contacts with, numerous other persons, mainly in Gormany", 
he said. "She was interested mainly in counteracting French and 
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British influence in Germany." ROESSLER said he refused her 
offer. Emmy RADO claimed this was a fabrication. She died 
12 Jan. 1961. ROESSLER died in 1958. 

Guenther REINHARDT, in his book, " Crime without 
Punishment ”, writes that one of the aliens who profited per- 
sonally from the fraudulent use of unvouchered presidential 
funds was Paul HAGEN and Horst BAEREN5PRUNG, "the Soviet police- 
man". "I tried to enlighten his OSS superior, Mrs. RADO .... 

(but) ho kept hi3 .job in OSS. He is now chief of police in 
Magdeburg (in the Soviet zone)." (29) 

Hor3t BAERrNSPRUNG is dead but his daughter Ronate 
is now in the Gorman Embassy in Washington , D. C. Ronate has 
a sister, Fanny KRIEG nee BAERENSPHJNG aka. Mrs. Wenzel KRIEG. 

An investigation of HIRSCHFELD disclosed that Johanna 
BEKER was a contact of Eh my RADO and Maria DEUTSCH. /Johanna 
BEXER is the sister of Heinrich KOENEH who is described herein- 
after./ Maria DEUTSCH, bom 22 July 183U in Vosslau, Austria, 
was employed by OSS as a consultant under Emmy RADO. Her husband, 
Julius DEUTSCH, bom 2 Feb. 188U, in Lackenbach, Austria was Secretazy 
of War in the Austrian government, 1918-20, and a general in the 
Loyalist army in Spain. Maria DEUTSCH possibly furnished in- 
formation to Dr. Robert SOBLE. 

Hans Ehil HIRSCHFELD was bora 26 Nov. l89li in Hamburg. Ho servod 

in the Prussian Minis txy of Interior before 

Hitler came to power. 

The New York Times , 6 Oct. 1961, reported that Dr. 

Hans HIRSCHFELD, "a key figure in the recent spy trial of Dr. 

Robert SOBLE, was identified here yesterday by the defense as 
a former aide of Mayor Willy BRANDT of West Berlin ... " Dr. 

Hirschf eld’s name came into the SOBLE trial on 6 July 1961 when 
Mrs. Johanna BEKER, at one tiroa a courier for a Soviet spy ring 
in New York,mentioned him and the late Dr. Horst BAERENSPHJNG 
as German employees of OSS who supplied material of interest to 
SOBLE. (30) 

Bernard BAESTLEIN was a leading Communist functionary in Hamburg 

and maintained an active intelligence group there 
before World War II. Born in l89k, he belonged to the illegal 
SAEFKCW group. 

Ho supplied infomation to Wilhelm GUDDORF who ran 
a courier service to Moscow. Both Arvid HA KNACK and Harro SCHULZE- 
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BOISEN made use of BAESTLEHI's service. In May 19h2, BAESTLEDZ 
assisted Ema E2FLER (a woman) and Wilhelm FELLE1ID0RF. EIFLER, 
a Russian agent, was dropped by parachute into Germany with a 
W/T set and was instructed to find Use STOEBE and reestablish 
communications with Rudolf von SCHELIHA. EIFLER was accompanied 
by Wilhelm FELLEUDORF, also equipped with a W/T set. Both took 
shelter with BAESTLEIN in Hamburg and were arrested as a result 
of the capture of Wilhelm GUDDORF by the Gestapo. 

In October 19U2, Heinrich KCENEN was parachuted into 
Germany with similar instructions, and provided with incriminat- 
ing documents with which to blackmail von SCHELIHA, should this 
prove necessary. KOENEN was arrested shortly after his arrival 
and neither he nor EIFLER succeeded in getting into contact with 
Ilso STOEBE. The Germans operated both as W/T deception agents 
and were thus able to capture von SCHELIHA and Use STOEBE in 
the autumn of 191*2. Von SCHELIHA and STOEBE were believed to 
have been executed. The Germans continued the playback until 
about 19U3. 



Rudolf von SCHELIHA was attached to the German Em- 
bassy in Warsaw in 1936 and was at that time engaged in espion- 
age against Germany. Hq was in touch with ^lse STOEBE who was 
employed as a foreign newspaper correspondent. Ilse STOEBE was 
the mistress of Rudolf HERRNSTADT, Warsaw correspondent of the 
Berlin Tageblatt and was used as a cut-out for communication 
between him and von SCHELIHA. HERRNSTADT is believed to have 
passed von SCHELIHA* s information to the Soviet Embassy in War- 
saw. Von SCHELIHA continued to act os a source in Poland until 
Sept. 1939. When war was declared he returned to the foreign 
office In Berlin. He was accompanied by *lse STCEBE whom he 
arranged to be employed in the Press section of the foreign 
office. *n this capacity she was officially in touch with the 
TASS representatives in Beilin. u ntil June 19U1, von SCHELIHA’s 
information was passed through Use STOEBE to IASS and from there 
to the Soviet Commercial Attache in Berlin. 

After war broke out between Germany and Russia, von 
SCHELIHA was left without any moans of communication. Various un- 
successful attempts were made to revive him as a source. In Aug. 
19l*l, Victor SUKOLOV @ "Le Petit Chef" @ "Kent" was ordered by 
Moscow to visit Oermany from Brussels and. among other assignments, 
to deliver a cipher key to Ilse STOEBE. He was unable to find 
her as she had been dismissed from the Foreign Office and was 
working in Dresden. In Nov. 191*1, SUKOLOV made a second visit and 
delivered the cipher to &irt SCHULZE who was Intended as a W/T 
operator for STOEBE and von SCHELIHA. (31) 
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Heinrich KOENEN Q Heinz KOENEN was born 12 Kay 1910 in Koenigs- 
0 Heinrich Ludvig KOESTER berg. Ha was a German Jew but 
Q Karl LUDWIG claimed Russian citizenship since 

19h0. His father, Wilhelm KGENEN 
was a member of the Communist International in 1919. His sister 
is Johanna BEXER. (32) 

Ha belonged to the KPD and fled Germany in 1933* 
going to the USSR where he was trained at the intelligence center 
in Koa cow and Kuibyshev (l93U-hO). Before being dropped in Ger- 
many, he had been trained in Russian parachute school aid W/T. 

The C-estapo had had advance notice that KOENSN was to be dropped. 
Ihoy had gained this knowledge from a message intercepted from 
Moscow. K0E2IEU wa3 arrested by the Gestapo on 29 Oct. 1?U2. 

EIFLER, whom he was supposed to contact had already been arrest- 
ed by the Gestapo in Hamburg. (33) 

KQENEN vaa dropped by the Soviets over Osterode In 
East Prussia and was intended for the ST0E33-SCHFLIHA group. 

He was supposed to meet EIFLER and ROBIHSOIIN’s son Victor SCHAB3EL. 
He was also to do some work with the SCHULZE-BOYSEN and BASTLEIN 
group. The password which KOENEN was to use in contacting STOFBE 
was "greetings from Rudi" (meaning Rudolf HFRRNSTADT) . It was 
from KOENEN' s papers captured after his arrest that the dollar 
transaction via Bank Julius Baer in Zurich of $7,J>00 to von 
SCHELIHA. was discovered. 

Heinrich KOENEN was reportedly executed toward the 
end of the war, (3U)but according to another report, he was in 
a concentration camp at Sachsenhausen in 19hj>. According to a 
later report, he was SED secretary for Saxony. 

Wilhelm KOENFN was born 7 April 1886, in Hamburg. He is the 

father of Heinrich KOENEN and Johanna DEICER nee 
KOENEN. He was a former communist member of the Reichstag. (3$) 
Jack SOBLE stated that he and his brother Robert had known 
Wilhelm KOENEN. Ruth FISCHER and Mrs. Hor3t BAERENSPRJNG had 
also both known Wilhelm KOENEN. (36) 

Franz JACOB S date and placo of birth are unknown and except as 
hereinbefore noted, there is little information 
available abait hi a background. A British source advised in 19^8 
that he was a German national and an engineer by occupation. Ho 
was parachuted from the USSR into Germany simultaneously with 
FELI.ENDORF. (37)

26 - Aenne SAEFKOW's present role in the East German government 

and her former relationship with Ernst THAELMANN and Heinz 
NEUMANN might help explain why Ernest WOLL WEBER recently 
died a forgotten man in the communist doghouse xiiile his 
colleggue SAEFKCW (husband of AENNE), ended up in glory 
with his picture today on an East OSrroan postage stamp. 

The Hew '-Cork Tinas , 12 May 1967, reported that Ernest 
W0LLW2DER, a German communist credited with being the 
. mastermind behind the sabotage of shipping to Nazi Germany 
during WW II, and head of the Ea st German secret polico 
from 1953 to 1957, had died a forgotten figure in East 
Germany. His death on 3 May 196? at the ago of 68 wa3 re- 
ported in a brief news item in " Heues Deutschland ", the 
chief Germany communist newspaper. WOLLWEDER wa3 ousted 
from his post as chief of the State Security Ministry in 
1957 and purged from the party leadership for supporting 
a group opposed to the party chairman, Walter ULBRICHT. 

It will bo recalled that W0ILWE3ER, Otto KA1Z and Willi 
MJENZENBERO wore veteran Soviet agents and anti-fascists 
who fought Hitler but t ended up purged by the Soviets. 
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At Comintern orders, the German Conuni3t Party had made an 
abortive attempt in 1921, to overthrow the Weimar republic. 
Again, after tho French occupation of the Ruhr, the Soviets 
hoped that events would lead to a situation ripe for revol- 
ution and sent into Germany high-ranking Soviet intelligence 
officers "to roconnoiter and mobilise elements cf unrest in 
tho Ruhr area." As part of the mobilization procedure, 
clandestine organizations were established within the German 
Communist Party to serve as a nucleus for a future German 
Red Amy. 

One of the agents iof the Soviet apparat in Germany during 
this period was Ernest W0LLWE3ER and in 1936, it was this 
clandestine group which procured information from a commun- 
ist source in the German Air Ministry that suppliod data 
concerning German activities against the Loyalist govern- 
ment in Spain. 

Otto KATZ was also involved in the abortive attempt to 
overthrow the Weimar republic. lie was then associated 
with Willi MEUNZEHBERQ who was also an important agent 
of the Comintern. The wife of Otto KATZ was Ilse KLAC-E1ANN 
and she is known to have been associated with Fred BOCX- 
BORDY in New York during W II. Maria and Fred BOCK-BORTY 
were suspected of being Soviet agents. In the 19lfl — U2 
period, Fred BOCK-BOREY worked for Ho tty EXUNQGN, partner 
with Maria BORDY's unde, George S. GREGORY whose real name 
ie Gregori JOSEFOWITZ. In Mexico, KATZ kept in touch with 
Kurt ROSEirFELD, founder of IMPRESS , the Paris propaganda office 
to which KJHJZEN3ERG had contributed 100,000 francs. During 
the Spanish civil war, KATZ worked with Julio dal VAYO, 

Gerhardt EISLER and ^ouis DOLIVET, and was in contact with 
Andre ULMANN, Genevieve TABOUIS, Geoffrey FRASER, Qnile 
BORE, ^laf ASCHDERG, Louis GIBARXI, and many others sus- 
pected of being Soviet agents. Nicolas KAGAN, Director of 
tho Seligman Bank, was reportedly the financial advisor 
of KATZ. /See Nicolas KAGAN study, CSCI 316-00895-66, EX 
8l6, 7 March 1966; 7 

Greta NEUMANN nee BUBER, born 21 Oct. 1901 in Potsdam, is 
the widow of Heinz NEUMANN vho was executed in tho great 
purge. She was ope of prisoners in tho USSR extradited 
to the Germans at the time of the KOLOTOV-RIBBENTROP pact. 

She was interned in Germ any, liberated by the Allies, and 
then went to Sweden. She is the sister of Babotte GROSS Q 
Mrs. Willi KUENZEN3ER0.
